"From thefe Words I would take Occafion to 
{peak of the Duties of Parents and Mafters of 
Families with relation to thofe under their Care, 
and endeavour to perfwade them to imitate this 
_ of Abraham which God mentions fo much to his 
‘Honour; that they would make their Families 
nurferies of Religion, and be careful to inftil che 
Principles of Piety into their Children, and others 
under their Care and Influence. 

I have made choice. of this Subject, as proper 
for the Occafion of our prefent Meeting together; 
for tho our particular Defign be only to incou- 

rage Schools for the. Education of the Children of the 
Poor ; yet the great Defign of the worthy Perlons 
concerned is, to indeavour to repair the Breaches 
amade by the Wickednefs of the prefent Age, by 
doing what they.can that the next may be bred up 
‘better: The beft way to do this is, to lay the 
Matter upon the Confciences of all thofe who are 
concerned in the Education of Youth, Parénts 
efpecially; And indeed if we cannot firft make 
them fenfible of their Obligations to take care of 
their own Children, we fhall hardly be able to 
perfwade them to contribute much roward the 
Education of the Children of the Poor. 
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I fhall therefore fhew, Firft, What are the 
principal Duties of thofe that have’ Families, with 
relation efpecially to their Children, in order to | 


breed them up in the Fear of God. 
Secondly, I fhall endeavour to prefs this Matter 


upon their Confciences by Confiderations both | 


from their Duty and their Intereft, which are boch 


very much concerned in their faithfil Difcharge 


of thefe Duties. . 
And then fhall in the Third place fpeak more 


particularly to the Occafion about which we are ° 


now met together. 


I. I amtofhew what are the principal Duties of ‘ 


| thofe that are Mafters of Families, in order to keep up 


“Religion in them, efpecially with relation to their-Chil- 


dren, to breed them up in the Fear of God. : 
1. Then in general, it's the Duty of every 


Mafter of a Family to keep up the Worfhip of : 


God in it, and co that end to have his Family fre- 


quently together, if ic be poffible every Morning . 
and Evening, to join in Prayer to God for his 
Protection and Blefling; to ask fuch things as 
they ftand in need of either for Soul or Body; - 


and to return Him Thanks for fuch Mercies as 


He has beftowed upon them. Every Family is a 
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| L4] 
little Society and Congregation, and has many 
common Wants to be fupplied, common Ble({s- 
ings tobe begged, and common Mercies to thank 
God for; they are all coricerned in the Good or 
Evil that befals the Family, and therefore oughe 
all to join together in Prayers and Praifes to God. 
Befides, there is a publick Homage which all So- 
cieties owe to God ; that his Authority fhould be 
-ownd among them; that they fhould declare 
| their Submiffion to Him, and their Dependance 
: upon Him, and that can hardly be reputed a So- 

| ciety of Chriftians which does not do this. 

Soe We ought to confider alfo, that it is the Duty 
| of every Mafter of a Family to fee that thole 
= who belong to him ferve Godas well as himfelf ; 
) now this he cannot be fo certain of, unlefs he 
; make them join with him; by this means he 
a will ufe them to the conftant Worfhip of God, 
and this is a very likely way to create and keep up 
a fenfe of Him in their Hearts, who perhaps, if 
they were left to themfelves, and never called to- 
gether to join in his Service, would be very apt 
to forget him, and to live without God in the 
: ‘World. This is certain, that the beft of us need 
be put in Mind of our Duty, and there is great 
Neceflity of the frequent Returns of God's Wor- 
fhip, not only -becaufe this is a Homage that we 
owe 
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ewe him, but becaufe' without this; our Hearts 
willbe apt to grow loofe to Religion, and be 
poflefled with the Thoughts of thote things only 
which we fee and converfe with here; and its 
therefore a dangerous thing to have Children and 
Servants live infuch a Family where they are not 
frequently put in Mind of God, and bred up 
to an Awe of him, by a conftant ufe of his Wor- 
fhip, and by a good Example in this refped from 
the Mafter of the Family. 

2. Another Duty of fach Perfons is, to inftruct 
their Families in the Principles of Religion, efpe- 
cially their Children, who ought from their very 
Cradles to be trained up im the Ways of God, and 
be feafoned with fuch fourid Principles of Piety 
towatd God, ‘of Temperance and Serioufnefs in 
the Conduét of cheliiebees: and of Juftice and 
Love toward their Neighbour, as may be of ufe 
to them all their Lives; and this Should not be 
done negligently, or only by Fits, but fo ferioufly 
and conftantly inftill’d as may make a ftrong Im- 
prefiion upon them, fuch as may inable’ them, 
with the Affiftance of God’s Grace, to bear up a- 
gain{t all che Temptations they are like to meet 
with when they are fent abroad in the World at 
their. own Liberty, and are from under their Pa- 
rents or Mafters Care. 
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We cannot but be fenfible what mighty 
Temptations young people in our Age meet wit 

ar thei fetting outin the World, and therefore 
m is very often as much as Body and Soul and 
Eftate too are worth, to have them well prepared 
beforehand with a good Knowledge and Senfe 


_ of their Duty; which tho’ it be not always effe- 


tual to preferve Men; for we fee many that have 
had the beft Educations, afterwards fall off to 
vicious Courfes ; yet that is the beft “re that we 
cantake with them, and what very often has its 
Effeét ; but however it be, this is the moft com- 
fortable way for the Parent whether it fucceed 


or not; if ic do fucceed, he has a mighty Plea- . 


fure to fee the good Effects of his Cares and if 
it do not fucceed, he has ftill the Satisfaction of 
having done his Duty, and that God will not re- 

ire their Souls act his Hands, as he will do atc 
a ‘Hands of all negligent wicked Parents, 


who let their Children perifh for want of due 


Care. | 
_ Whe Advice therefore | would give to Parents 


is, 

- 1. Fo take Care from their Infancy to breed 

them up under as great a Senfe, as poffible, of God 

and Religion; and in order to that, to ufe them 

to the ferious Difcourfe and ‘Thoughts of ap 
: World = 
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[7] 
World: Inculcate therefore much into them, that 


this World is only a place of Trial, where we ought » 
to live as Candidates for Eternity, and that we Lee a 
muft be happy or miferable for ever, according as 7 


we behave our felves here. Put chem often in 
Mind of the All-feeing Eye of God, that we live 
always in his Prefence, and that he as much fees 
us in all we do, or fpeak, or think, as Men’ can 
fee what we do moft openly ; chat if we venture 
upon a Sin becaidle'ie (eal, and no mortal Eye 
can fee it, yet however God is with us all the 
while, and looks on, and -will one Day lay all 
open before Men and Angels. Such Thoughts 
- as thefe frequently inculcated upon tender Minds, 
not yet corrupted, will be very apt to create a 
religious Awe, and incline them to Serioufnefs 
and Confideration, and make them afraid of 
breaking God's Commands. | 

2. Dont content your felves to have difpofed 

their Minds to Religion by fuch ‘general Confi- : 

derations as thofe I mentioned; but endeavour, : 
as they grow up, to give them as thorough an 
Underftanding of the Principles of Religion as 
poffible, and a great déal of this may be done, 
if well followed, before they are from under the 
Tuition of Parents; and tho'much of it fhould 
be only learn'd Yagroat then, and not be well un- 
derftood, 
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detftood, yet if ic be but laid up in the Memo- 
ry, Time will fhew them the Meaning of it ea- 
fily then, when they would not at thie 
Pains to learn it ; or it may be.ever to think of 
it, were it not put in their Heads before. 

“I dont mean, that | would have them:tau 
the Niceties of Speculation, or Controverfie, which 
are fo-much brought into Religion, for thac will 
not do them. much Service; but to acquaine 
them as. much as poffible with the Chriftian 
Life, what are the things we muft do to: pleafe 
God, and what it is Chrift expects from us 
in order to our going to Heaven; about the 
Love of God, and living by Faith, and fubmit- 
ting to the Will of God in whatever befals us:; 
about the Nature of Prayer, what is neceflary to 
make our Prayers acceptable to. God ; how to hear 
the Word of God with Profit, and to partake 
worthily in. the Holy Sacrament; about Meek- 
nefs and- Humility, Love, and Charity, Juftice, 
and Honefty, and the like.: Such Principles as 


thefe would make them folidly and fubftantially 


Good, and infenfibly ufe them to.the Thoughits 
of that, which Men are very apt to-forger, that 
Religion is not-fo much the believing fuch a fer 
of Truths, asthe living by fuch Rules as God 
and, Chrift have laid dowa ;- and that all

Pretence to Religion without this, is only a-vdin 
and a fond deceiving of our felves. 7 


» If Young People, when they are thus welbine 
ftrucéted in their Duty, and what that Holy: Life 


is they vowed and promifed in their Baptifm, 
were, after that, at a competent Age, brought in 
a ferious and folemn Manner to the Bifhop to 
be Confirmed, that is, to engage for chersfelves 
that they will ftand to, and will keep their Bap 
tifmal Vow, it is what, by God's Blefling, mi ht 
have great Influence upon all the fucceeding 
Parts of their Lives. 
Many Parents, its very like, may not under- 
ftand enough to inftruct their Children in this 


‘manner; the Advice therefore I would. give is, 


that they would confule with their Minifters, or 
other prudent and good Friends, what Books it's 
proper for their Children to read and dearn in 
order to it; only befure let the Holy Scriptures, 
efpecially the New-Teftament, be one. 

3. Endeavour, as foon as poffible, to break their 
Paffions; ule them to be governed, and to fub- 
‘mit patiently their Wills to yours. Itsa dange- 
tous: thing, in many tefpects, to ufe a Child to 
‘have its Will; for this. will make its Defires cra- 
ving, and impetuous, and boundlefs ; ic will make 
it._peevifh and domineering, and. uneafie to is 
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[191 
felf and all about it. This is certain, that the 
longer our Paflions and Appetites have their 
head and govern, the ftrongerthey will grow ; 
and he that was never ufled in his Childhood to 
fubmit them to the Will of his Parents, will 
much lefs be able, when he comesto be a Man, 


to make them fubmit to his own Reafon, or the — 


Will of God. The great Difadvantage of Men 


is, that they live fo long the Animal Life, be- 
fore Reafon comes to Maturity to be able to 
govern, in which time the Paflions and Appe- 
tites are apt fo much to get the upper-hand, chat 
its a hard matter ever after to difpoffels them ; 
this ought therefore, as much as poflible, to be re- 
dreffed by the Care of Parents, or thofe that have 


' the Government of us, to make our Wills fub- 


mit to their Reafon while we have none of our 
own; if this were well done, we might be de- 


livered tame ‘and pliable into our own Hands 


when we come to Age, and might, without any 
great Difhculty, keep up that Dominion which 
was fo wifely procured for us. I believe I may 
venture to fay it, that, generally fpeaking, a great 


part of the Sins, and moft of the Troubles we 


all into im the Courfe of our Lives, come from 
the want of due Care of breaking our Paffions 
when we were young. And | have often won- 
dred 
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dred to fee Parents lay fuch a Foundation of Sin 
and Mifery for their Children, chat for fear, as 
they call it, of breaking their Spirits, they have 
encouraged them in a ftubborn obftinate Hu- 
mour, in Pride, and Revenge, and Self-Will, chat 
they may make their Party good inthe World, as 
they ule co exprefs it; which are Humours di- 
rectly contrary to the Spirit of Chriftianicy, and 
the way to make Men turbulent, and haughty, 
and ill natured in the Courfe of their Lives; 
and as for making their Party good in the World, 
I would oppofe againft them the Saying of our 
Bleffed Saviour, Bleffed are the Meek, for they fhall 
inherit the Earth. ‘There are fuch Charms in 
Meeknefs, that they are apt to raife a Man more 
Friends, and to give him much more outward 
Quiet, than a bluftering, haughty Humour ; buc 
however, Meekne/f will make a Man cafie within; 
he fhall enjoy what he has with a great deal of 
inward Quiet, and that's the ching that muft make 
a Man happy. We cannot but be fenfible, chat 
the greateft part. of the Troubles and Vexations 
of our Lives proceed from our not having our own 
Will, which the more craving and impetuous 
it is, the more vexatious it will be to have it con- 
tradicted ; by which means we create our felves 
many Troubles, for the moft part as imperti-

nent as we did when we cried for Play-things in 
» But Ido not mean by all this, to encourage 
a fheepifh Temper in Children, tho I think that 
is better than thé contrary Extreme; much 
lefs would I encourage Tyranny and Severity 


toward them, if they can be governed any other 


way, as I am fatished they generally may be, if 
thofe who. have the Government of them will 
bu firft learn to govern themfelves, and be con- 
rented to take the Pains: which is neceflary to 
overn Children without Severity, and not be 
fot taking the fliorteft way with them; Tender- 
nefs is what is due to their tender Years, efpeci- 
ally from'Parents,who fhould love, and be beloved 
again ; they fhould therefore watch over them, ob- 
ferve their Ways and their Tempers, make them eafie 
where they can, ‘and where they cannot, indeavour 
to inform them of the Reafon of it, and to make 
them fenfible that the thing was not fit. for them, 
but ftill to keep up their Authority, and let them 
fee that they muft be governed. Children have 
Senfe enough to apprehend things fooner than we 
are apt to imagine, if the matter be but rightly 
and calmly laid before them; and they love to 
be fo governed, and indeed its fit that reafon- 
able Creatures fhould be fo governed, and this

will ufe‘them to the way which' they:dughe 
dfrerwards to govern’ themfelves.,: is» the: 
likelieft. Method to have lafting and durable Ef-:

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-"g. Another Duty of Parents is; to lay it more to 
Heart, and to confider-more frequently how to 
procure the Blefling of God for their Children, 
than how toleave them great Eftates. It is with- 
out queftion the Duty of Parents to provide that — 
their Children may live when they are gone, 
and in fome meafure anfwerable to the Station in 
which they have bred them up ; but the great 

~~ Defign of 2 Parent fhould be, to make them 
happy here and hereafter; now it's plain, that 
both thefe may well be done with a moderate 
Fortune, perhaps much better than a great one, 
which often expofes them to be a Prey to thofe 
who lie in wait for them, and to many dange- 
rous and hurtful Lufts. The firft Care therefore 
of a Parent fhould be, to procure God's Bleffing 
on himfelf and them, by leaving them nothing

But I would recommend this Duty to you 
more particularly from thefe two Confiderations, 
with which Ifhall conclude this matter.

undid by too great Fondnefs, fhall there turn cheir 
Accufers. This will be an amazing Scene indeed ; 
it would be terrible enough to lee thofe whonr 
we loved fo dearly in fuch an undone Condition; 
but to fee them withall charging us as the Caufes 
of their Ruine, and pleading againft us before 
God, muft needs ftrike ‘an unfpeakable Horrour 
into us. How will it pierce our Souls when we 
fhall fee them on Chrift’s Left-hand ready to 
receive the Senrence of Go ye curfed, and they fhall. 
thus addrefs themfelves to us. See now what a 
Condition your Neglect of me has brought me to. God 
committed me toyour Care, and you took no Care of me: 
then, when I could not take Care of my felf, but let me 
zo on in Sin, and contratt fuch wicked Habits as have 
brought me to this fad State ; why did not you inftrug 
me better, and ply my Mind when it was tender, with 
the frequent ‘Thoughts of thefe things we now fee? 
Why did not you fright me out of Sin, by the conftant 
Reprefentation of this terrible tune, and the fad things 
that are to follow? Had you done this roundly and fre 
quently, I might have been now happy, and needed not 
ftand trembling bere to receive the difmal Sentence; 

But this is fo difmal a Confideration, that I.can; 
earry it on no further: to conclude therefore this,

T is manifeft and muft be own’d, That a Chriftian and ufe- 
ful Education of the Children of the Poor is abfolutely ne- 
ceflary to their Piety, Virtue, and honeft Livelihood. 
’Tis alfo as-plain and evideat, That Piety ; Virtue, and . 
an Honeft Way of living, are not only of abfolute neceflicy to 5 4 
their Happinefs both Here and Hereafter; but are neceflary alfo | | oo 
to the Eafe and Security of all other People whatfoever: In as 3 — 
much as there is no Body, but may ftand in need of their Help, | ? 
or be liable to receive Injuries from them. | 
But that which ought more efpecially to be the beginning, . 
and end of Chriftian Charity, is the Glory of God, and the 
Good of Mankind. . And thefe great and: moft, defirable Ends 
cannot be by private People more Univerially and effectually 
fecured, than by contributing to the Chriftian Education and 


ufeful bringing up of the Poor. 
Therefore there having of late been feveral Schools called Cha- 
rity-Schools,eretted for that porpofe, namely, For the Education of 
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{ 325] 
Peor Children in the Knowledge and Prattice of the Chriftian Religion, 
as profe|s'd. and taught in the Church of England, And for 
walling them fuch other Things as are moft Iuitable to their 
Condition: it may be of Ufe to give a fhort Account of them, and 
to fhew they have been ere¢cied and managed : That other 
People feeing the Praéticablene/s, as well as Charity and Ufeful- 
nefs thereof, may be moved ta encreafe the number of them. 
Thefe Schools have been fometimes propofed by the Minifter, 
to fommeof his Parith,and femetimes by 2. or 3 Perfons ofa Place: 
tothe Minifter of the Parith,and fuch others as they thought would: 
joyn with them. And when 4 or ¢ had agreed thereon, their 
Ww was to exprefs, in a few Lines,the Neceflity and Ufefulnefs. 
of the Defign.on a Roll of Parchment, and fubfcribe thereto. 
fuch Summsas each of them thought fitto: pay yearly¢during Plea- 
fare) towards the Charge, and generally the Minifter fubfcribed 
firft. And the Defign thus fet on Foot, they. fhew’d the Roll to 
ethers, and thefe to others, who fub{cribed alfo as they thought 
fit, So that when the Defign became pretty well known, it. 
commonly met with {6 good Succefs, as the Subfcribers have 
been able to fet wpa School inabout 7 or 8 Monthstime. After: 
a competent Summ of Money fubfCribed, the next Thing the 
Subfcribers did, was their agreeing upon and fetling certain 
Rules and Orders for the pre ning thefe Schools; for the bet- 
ter effecting the end of the Charity, and eafier managing the 
fime,to the fatisfattion of all concern’d, and without giving Of- 
fence. In many Schools the Orders are to the Effecé following.

And here it may be noted, ‘That it will be advifable for any 
new-eleéted Schoolmafter, to confult with 4 or 5 of the prefent 
Schoolmafters of thefe Schools, for the more ready Performance 
of his Duty. And it is recommended to them to communicate 
to fuch new-elected Mafter, their Art and the divers Methods of 
teaching and governing their Scholars, ufed according to the 
different Capacities, Tempers, and inclinations of the Children. 


. . And moreover it will be convenient, that fuch new-eleéted Ma- 


fter have Liberty on certain Days to fee and hear the prefent 
Mafters teach their Scholars, and — Occafion to be aflifting 
tothem in Teaching ; that fuch new Mafter may thereby become 
yet more expert and better qualified for the Difcharge of his Of- 
fice. The due and faithful Execution whereof, as it is a matter 
of very great Importance : fo it does deferve much Commenda- 
tion, and may hope to meet with a proportionable Encourage-

and Disburfments, for the view of all the Subfcribers and Orbers,., 
who may delire to know how the Monies are difpofed of. 
VI. The Treafurers Account fhall be perufed, examined and 
pafled by the Subfcribers twice ( or oftner ) in the Year, at their | 
(Quarterly Meetings.. VII. That 
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VI. That thefe Orders may be punétually obferved ; It is ap- 
pointed that they fhall be fixed up in fome convenient Place of 
this Schoo], and thall be.publickly read over at lealt 4 Times in 
the Year, at the Quarterly Meetings of the Subfcribers, before 
any Bufinefs be entered epon. 

The Method of Choofing the Truftees for the management of 
thefe Schools has been various. In fome Places the firft Propo- 
fers being approved and defired by the reft, have taken upon 
them the continual Trouble of the faid Truft; In other Places, 
7 or 12 Subscribers who were thought moft likely to attend the 
Care, have, at a yearly Meeting, been appointed Truftees for 
one Year, by the majority of the Subfcribers, ( together with the 


Minifter, who is always a Truftec , ) and then others were to 
be chofen in their ftead. 


The Children alfo have been taken in by different Methods ‘. 


but commonlythe Subfcribers (where the number hath been large) 
have drawn Lots, which of them fhould putin a Child at the firft 
opening the School; and afterwards (on vacancies ) they pre- 

ented or put in Children by Turns. But always before the 
Children were oe, they examined whether they wete real 
Objeéts of Charity, and alfo otherwife qualified in refpe& of 
and of Habitation, &c. 

hen the Subfcriptions in any Place have not been fufficient 

for the Teaching and Cloathing of the number propofed, the 
Minifter hath been pleafed to Preach, (or allow to be Preached ) 
in fome Parifhes yearly; in others quarterly , in others monthly ; 
a Sermon or Lecture exhorting to this Charity. And the Con- 
tributions which have been collected at the Church-Doors after- 
wards, have been confiderably Larger than what have been ufual 
to any other Charity. And this hath proceeded ( as it thou 
feem ) in fome part from the Auditories Obfervation, of th 
vilible improvement of the Children in ready an{wering at their 
Catechifm, and joyning in the Common Service of the Church. 
Thefe Encouragements, together with other private Contributi- 
ons, as Gifts and ' Legacies, which have been beftowed on many. 
of the Charity-Schools, did difpofe the Perfons concerned for 
the School in St. Adargaret’s Parith in We/tminfter, to improve 
the Education of the poor Children therein by. adding, fome Work. 
And a Propofal being made to the Church-Wardens,they agreed 
to let the Truftees have a large Houfe helonging to the Paritfh 
Rent-free for 7 Years, and to let them have as many of the Parifh 


Children 
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Children (with the ufual Penfions they give to their] Nurfés): 
as the Trultces would undertake to maintain and employ with 
Work. Whereupon the Truftees took in the so poor Boys be- 
longing to the Charity-School,and at feveral times fince 50 more 
Boys and Girls upon the Parifh-account, and have fet them alk 
to work, fome to Spinning of Wool, others to mehding and mae 
hing of Shooes, others to Sewing, Knitting, &c. And the Income of 
the Charity and their Earnings have been fufficient to find them 
Diet, Lodging, and all other Neceflaries, with an Overplus of 
fome fmall matter towards a Stock, which is much wanted to 

t the faid Children out Apprentices, and to find them fome 
Enall Matter (after a diligent and faithful Service) to begin 
with in the World ; as is much to be wiflted, if it pleafe God 
this Charity do fo far profper. 

The forementioned Example of St. AZargaretsParifh, is about 
to be followed in fome other Pariffies, particularly in thofe of 
St. Giles Cripplegate, St. Clements Danes, and St. Andrews Holbourn 
whereby it is hoped, that the Children being thus inured to 
Labour will be better fitted (both Boys.and Girls) to be put out 
as Servants or Apprentices. 

But after all, it maft be own’d, that notwithftanding the num- 
ber of the Schools and the Methods aforementioned for the 
Education of the Poor, whereon is daily beftowed much pions 
Care, and great Expence: thereareat prefent ( and will be till 
» the Poor fhall be Reformed by a better Education, ). more 
Children in divers Parifhes, than the richer fort of the Inhabi- 
tants are-able to Educate, and much lefs able to fet to work, 
which requires fome confiderable Stock. And therefore among 
the divers charitable and piows Defigns, that are at this time on 
foot, and profecuted ( with much Succefs) by People of all 
forts and’ Conditions, Acalous of Good Works, this prefent Defign 
hath been propofed and fet forward as a kind of « Charity verw 
neceffiiry, and much wanted. To which may be added, that 
thefe Schools are fuch a kind of Charity, as we have the greateft 
Reafon to hope will (with God’s Blefling ) briag forth in due - 
feafon the kindly Fruit of good Living, efpecially in. thofe 
Places where the Magifbrates do (as our Church prays they may) 
truly and indifferently minifler Juftice to the Punifiment of Wicked~ 
ne{s and Vice; whereby the poor Children may be defended: and 
pace ( in great part) from the Evil of bad. Examples; and. 

more fafe, by having many Temptations removed out of 
their Way.
